“a you a new aspect of it. What sin is there that 
cannot be classified under one of these heads: 


SELFISHNESS, INIQUITY, NEGLECT 
Selfishness might be called one gate of sin and neg- 
lect another. Iniquity, of course, is the very heart or 
core of sin. Selfishness is fishing for self—if you will 
forgive the play on words—and definitely is not Christ- 
likeness. Christ condemns selfishness in every form 
and warns us to take heed, and beware of covetous- 


ness: for a man’s life consisteth not in the abundance. 


of the things which he possesseth” (Luke 12:15). 

When Paul declared, in 1 Timothy 6:10, that the 
love of money is the root of all evil, he made it clear 
that selfishness—in its many forms—is the main en- 
trance to sin. Because men are selfish, they rob God; 
because they live the life for self, they refuse to take 
up the cross of Christ and follow Him; because they 
are filled with self, they refuse to acknowledge Him 
as Lord and Master; and so on it could be pointed out 
that the bulk of sin is some form of selfishness. 

Paul revealed to Timothy that in the last days men 
shall be lovers of their own selves, which love of self 
brings with it covetousness, boastfulness, pride, blas- 
phemy, disobedience to parents, unthankfulness, un- 
holiness, and a vast catalogue of other sins. While a 
slight degree of selfishness may seem to be a little 
thing, it must be remembered that this is the front 
door of sin. Love “seeketh not her own” (1 Corinthians 
13:5). Selfishness cannot exist in the Christlike life, 
and no form of selfishness can be pointed out in the 
life of Christ. His stern admonition to all who will live 
for Him is that they deny themselves, take up their 
cross, and follow Him. Even the slightest forms of 
selfishness should be watched for and corrected before 
they grow into coveteousness and a love of pleasure 
more than the love for God. 

Neglect is another gate to sin of special peril to 
Christians. We have used the term sins of omission 
so casually and so frequently through the years that 
it has lost its strength and its meaning to many. This 
is tragic, for the omission of that which is good is a 
sin just as destructive as the permitting of that which 
is wrong. James sternly warns that “to him that know- 
eth to do good, and doeth it not, to him it is sin,” 
James 4:17. Whether he be a watchman who fails to 
warn the people of peril or a servant who neglects 
to use that which the master has given him, the act

of neglect is an act of sin and must have its punish- 
ment. We may blithely ‘refer to sins of omission and 
then forget about it, but remember that when the 
master returned in Luke 19 and found that one of 
his servants had been neglectful in using that which 
had been given him, the master called him a wicked 
servant and stripped from him his position as serv- 
ant. What an abundance of sin falls under this cate- 
gory of neglect! Let us never forget that Jesus Him- 
self said, “That servant, which knew his lord’s will, 
and prepared not himself, neither did according to his 
will, shall be beaten with many stripes,” Luke 12:47. 


The heart and core of sin is iniquity. All transgres- 
sion is not necessarily iniquity—but all iniquity is sin. 
A careful study of iniquity reveals that it always in- 
volves religion—in the form of apostasy, hypocrisy, or 
idolatry. Iniquity is committed by those who have a 
pretense of godliness but whose religion is corrupted 
and contentious. Nothing is viler and meaner than 
iniquity, for it has in it an element of religion to de- 
ceive and destroy the innocent. The spreading of 
false doctrine is iniquity. The pretense of Christianity 
when there is none is iniquity. Those who commit 
iniquity are religious people who are either apostate, 
hypocritical, or idolatrous. Peter accused Simon the 
sorcerer of iniquity in Acts 8:22, 23, for Simon pre- 
tended to know God and yet had an evil heart. Judas 
Iscariot was guilty of iniquity (Acts 1:18), because 
he was an apostle of the Lord with sin in his heart. 
God will remember the iniquities of apostate Babylon 
(Revelation 18:5) because she is outwardly religious 
and inwardly corrupt. 


Iniquity is the core of sin because of its destruction. 
It is because iniquity abounds that the love of many 
waxes cold (Matthew 24:12). The transgressions of 
the ungodly do not work the havoc that is wrought by 
apostasy and hypocrisy under the guise of true reli- 
gion. In Matthew 23, Jesus pointed out that the Phari- 
sees outwardly appeared righteous unto men but with- 
in were full of hypocrisy and iniquity. 


Selfishness, iniquity, neglect! What a picture of sin 
these three words give us! Remember them, S-I-N: 
selfishness, iniquity, neglect. Both selfishness and neg- 
lect are portals into sin, and we must guard against 
them rigorously with prayer and consecration. Once 
we have entered the range of sin we cannot escape 
its core and dregs. Selfishness, iniquity, neglect—may 
God preserve us from all sin.

youth. The article continues by saying this group has 
“prepared black lists, threatened and imposed general 
boycotts and awarded unofficial certificates of com- 
pliance.” 


















CATHOLICISM, under the subterfuge of 
Separation of church and state, has had power to 
separate the Bible from American public schools. A 
few years ago the Supreme Court of New Jersey ruled 
that the Gideons could not give away Bibles in the 
public schools of that state. This Woman will go to 
any extreme to shield her subjects from contact with 
the Bible. The hierarchy knows that the truth can set 
them free. 

This Woman is flexing her muscles as the end of the 
age nears. It is nothing but right in a democracy that 
Catholics and all-other minorities should have a fair 
representation in the branches of our government. It 
is not only morally wrong, but dangerously wrong that 
they have such disproportionate power in America. 

I have before me an article from the United Press 
dated Chicago, May 31, 1957, in which Glen L. Archer, 
speaking at the recent Southern Baptist National Con- 
vention, compared “Roman Clericalism” to the Red 
threat.

The 
Catholic Church is exerting a mighty influence in this 
field. Many periodicals have been used to advance the 
cause of this Scarlet Woman. 

In 1950 the high pontiff gave a decree for judges 
who are members of this church to let church law 
supersede national law in whatever country they may 
sit as judges. I do not wish to give a blanket indict- 
ment here.

magnified God at the midnight hour. The ear 

of God was bent low to hear the cry of their 
contrite spirit. The prison began to fall apart and 
they were set free 

The jailer seeing that his prisoners were freed and 
knowing their freedom placed his own life in jeopardy, 
was about to fall upon his own sword. At this point 
the disciples stopped his suicidal attempt. Seeing 
their apparent calmness and faith, the Philippian 
jailer asked, “What must I do to be saved?” To this 
question they answered, “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved, and thy house.” 

We have in this Scripture lesson a question, an an- 
swer, and a promise. The question was asked by the 
jailer after he had been convinced by the lives of the 
disciples and the power of God that there was a reality 
in salvation. He asked how he might have an exper- 
ience similar to theirs. This question would never have 
been asked had not the preachers proved their spir- 
itual claim by their actions. 

One must have an inquiring mind before the new 
birth takes place. Like the jailer, the sinner must ask, 
“How can I be saved?” Or like Nicodemus, “How can 
a man be born again?” 

The mind that never asks how salvation may be 
obtained cannot be saved. When the sinner becomes 
dissatisfied in sin and has a desire to improve his 
state, the next move is to find out how. The person 
satisfied in sin is not likely to seek a higher plane of 
living. The convicted heart will, on the other hand, 
cry out for help. 

The willingness to admit to self, others, or God that

the time has come when help is needed, is the first 
humble step toward God and salvation. Next, the hun- 
gry soul should cry out, “How can I make things right 
with God?” Then came the answer of the disciples, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved.” Now this was a seemingly single answer, but 
it is often the simple and apparently easy things that 
become the most difficult. 

Is it an easy experience to “become like a little 
child” and believe on Jesus Christ? To deny one’s self 
is never an accomplishment that does not require 
self-sacrifice and humility. For Paul and Silas to tell 
the jailer to believe on Jesus included much more 
than may first strike the attention. 

To believe on Jesus as Saviour is to first be peni- 
tent for sin. To confess faith in the sinless Son of 
God is to condemn sin in the flesh. It is to say I am 
no longer in communion with that which is evil. It 
is to forsake that which is unrighteous and the 
thoughts that are anti-Christian. 

Not only is one pentitent for sin when Christ is 
accepted, also a positive experience takes place. The 
believer accepts that which is righteous. To say “I be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ” is to take a stand for 
that which is right in the sight of God. It means 
that you have become a partner with God to extend 
the kingdom of God in the world. Proof will follow 
the true Christian experience. There will be evidence 
of accomplishments for the glory of God. 

To believe on Jesus Christ is to keep His command- 
ments. Failure to do the commands of Christ day after 
day is certainly no proof that the “so-called” Chris- 
tian ever experienced true fellowship with the Son 
































of God. On the other hand, the disciple of Jesus will 
keep His commandments devoutly. 

The desire of God will not be grievous, but will be 
a blessed privilege. The true believer will not ask 
“Must I do this?” but will accept the commands of God 
as an opportunity for service. 

Another quality of the faithful follower of Jesus is 
the doing of God’s will. His prayer will be “Thy king- 
dom come, Thy will be done.” Self-will is lost in God’s 
will. Life becomes an opportunity to promote a cause, 
the greatest of all, which is the will of God on earth. 
To mention only one Scripture that states God’s will 
is sufficient challenge to the believer; it is not the 
will of God that any should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance (2 Peter 3:9). Therefore, the 
Christian sets about the task of leading men to re- 
pentance. 

Finally, we note the promise in this text. Not only 
did the disciples tell the jailer he could be saved, but 
also his house. This should be a source of comfort to 
many who have unsaved loved ones. The promise made 
to the jailer is certainly made to the believer today. 
With unwavering faith, the Christian should hold to 
this promise for the sake of those lost in his house- 
hold. 

Surely Satan will try to discourage and cause un- 
belief and fear. Nevertheless, the promises of God are 
sure and steadfast. Often the saved member of the 
family must be patient and endure. Do not allow Sa- 
tan to overcome faith. While you pray for that loved 
one, be sure to live a Christian example. 

Salvation may be obtained as simply today as in the 
day of the Philippian jailer; yes, it is simple, but self- 
denying. Hear Jesus as He says, “If any man will 
come after me let him deny himself, and take up his 
cross, and follow me,” Matthew 16:24. If you have 
never accepted this invitation, do so before it is too 
late.

and I went aboard the S. S. United States 

which was moored in her usual harbor in New 
York.

This was 
her first trip to Europe or voyage upon the sea, and 
our enthusiasm was easily discernible in all that we 
did or said.

Mrs. Morehead was 
suffering with severe pain in her back caused from a 
fall which she had had a few years in the past, which 
had been aggravated in an accident just prior to our 
departure.

days. Disregarding my surroundings and the rush of 
the people as they hurried by on either side, I began to 
pray aloud unto my heavenly Father as I walked hur- 
riedly along. I was suddenly conscious of the nearness 
of the Father, the Son, and the Holy Spirit. The Holy 
Spirit began to speak and the prayer of intercession 
prevailed, reaching through and beyond and above 
until it touched God, and He answered me, giving as- 
surance that He was with us and that He would heal 
my wife. I accepted His promise with thanksgiving. I 
knew His promises would never fail. 

I returned to the hotel and to our room and told my 
wife what God had promised me. Kneeling down by 
the side of her bed, we gave thanks unto our heavenly 
Father for His tender love and merciful care in full 
assurance of His immutable word. Immediately she 
began to improve. Within forty-eight hours she was 
well on the road to recovery. How kind and how won- 
derful is our heavenly Father unto all His children! 

It was truly a joy and most refreshing. to meet 
Brother Herman Lauster again. His love for God, his 
tireless energy, and his warm Christian personality 
always create an atmosphere which is wholesome and 
uplifting. We were scarcely out of the jostling traffic 
and confusion of things of Paris, driving along the 
highway headed in the direction of Germany, before a 
rapid cross fire of questions and answers were pass- 
ing between us concerning the Church in the various 
parts of the world. Brother Lauster was especially in- 
terested in the progress of the work in the United 
States; he asked questions concerning the progress 
of the school; were we having a revival in the States? 
how were the other members of the General Execu- 
tive Committee? And so on and on our discussion ran. 

Finally, our conversation settled upon the progress 
of the churches in Germany. I could easily discern 
that the burning inspiration for the evangelization 
of Germany—the same inspiration that caused Broth- 
er Lauster to leave the United States to preach the 
full gospel to his own nation—was glowing brightly 
in his heart. It was evident he had not lost his first 
love, his passion for lost souls, his desire to preach 
the gospel of Jesus Christ throughout the whole of 
Germany. He happily told me he had recently started 
a new church in another important town in Germany. 
So he had plans and other plans, and on and on, a 
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vision of planting the Church of God in every city, 
every village and every hamlet. He had immediate 
plans to begin new campaigns in other cities in order 
to establish new churches. He indicated his vital con- 
cern about the opening of a Bible school in Germany 
which he felt could serve the need of the churches 
and should aid in the training of young ministers so 
much needed in the great program of the Church of 
God in Germany. I could easily sense his joy in that 
he could talk with one of the general officials relative 
to the Church in general and the work in Germany. 


The hours rapidly slipped away as we discussed 
these matters, and enjoyed the lovely countryside 
through which we were passing. Spring was in evi- 
dence all around us—the carpets of green spreading 
themselves across the rolling landscape so far as the 
eye could see, the green interspersed with native flow- 
ers of varied hues, recalling the scenes of poppies on 
Flanders Field which were reminiscent of the precious 
lives sacrificed for others in the hope that the world 
should enjoy liberty, peace and happiness. I observed 
the peasants toiling in the field, the villages evi- 
dencing the wear of the centuries, the common dress 
of the people, all indicating the cycle of the struggle 
of the people for survival, a cycle which has repeated 
itself for many centuries. 

France needs an evangelical revival, a spiritual 
awakening. Without this revival of Pentecostal power 
the light of fundamental truth may dim to but a 
flickering flame in the night of agnosticism and dia- 
lectical materialism. 

We crossed the Rhine by ferry into Germany. This 
was a most interesting crossing. From our vantage 
point we could look upon parts of three countries— 
France, Germany and Switzerland. The ferry was 
crowded with people. Some of them were traveling on 
foot; many were using bicycles. A few of the bicycles 
were motorized. I understood by crossing the Rhine 
into the opposite country the people were able to save 
a few francs on certain items. Therefore, the more 
frugal citizens seemed not to mind the trip or the 
trouble in order to save a few francs on their week- 
end purchases. 

Germany is a land of beauty, toil and progress. The 
entire countryside was awake to spring. The early 
flowers were in full bloom. The trees etched in green, 
the shrubs in blossom in varied colors, all invited one 
to linger in the atmosphere of their lovely environ- 
ment. The hillsides were in cultivation. Here on the 
hillsides or the mountainsides the vineyards were in 
abundance. Many of them are cultivated by the use of 
oxen or horses. However, many of the hillsides are too 
steep for the use of an animal, and all the work is 
done by the efforts of human hands. Truly, in this 
case man forces the fruitage from the soil by the 
sweat of his brow. 

Our route to Krehwinkel, the home of Brother and 
Sister Lauster, carried us through the beautiful Black 
Forest of Germany, as well as through many lovely 
villages and cities, all rich in beauty, progress and 
history. We arrived at Oberurboch in time to attend 
a revival campaign which was conducted by Brother 




















Walter Lauster. The auditorium in use seated ap- 
proximately four or five hundred people, and was 

enerally full. Interest appeared to be very good. I 
horoughly enjoyed his sermon, although I could not 
understand all he said. The congregation was very 
responsive. 

Sunday was a full day for all of us. Brother Lauster, 
the Overseer of Germany, had rented an auditorium 
in the city of Winterbach which would seat about a 
thousand people. The auditorium was well-filled for 
all three services. The enthusiasm of the people was 
very high. The congregation sang with such earnest- 
ness that one listening to them was inspired to rejoice 
in the Spirit and to give thanks unto God for His 
marvelous grace as shed abroad in our hearts by the 
Holy Ghost. The special singing was melodious and 
beautiful. I especially enjoyed and appreciated the 
singing of Brother Block, who has a voice of excellent 
quality and beauty. 

I spoke to the people on the subject of “The Im- 
portance of Teaching the Word of God.” Brother Wal- 
ter Lauster interpreted for me and did an excellent 
job. The Holy Spirit confirmed the Word by His 
presence. The people rejoiced in the truth. 

After a hurried lunch the congregation reassembled 
for the afternoon service. Brother Lambert DeLong 
and Brother Walter Lauster were present in the serv- 
ices. Their inspirational and capable leadership added 
much to the success of the meetings. I was thrilled 
by the beautiful singing, the fervent prayers, the fel- 
lowship and unity of the ministry and laity. We were 
happy to have several American servicemen and some 
of their families present for the day. I preached to 
the people in the afternoon. Brother Walter Lauster 
served as my interpreter. God gave me the needed in- 
spiration for the message; for this I was grateful. I 
thank God for whatever blessing the message may 
have been. 

On Sunday night at 6:00 p.m. we were all at the 
auditorium for the evening service. This was to be our 
final service in this auditorium. God gave us a gracious 
and profitable service. The interest was good to the 
closing prayer. I preached to the people again, using 
an evangelistic message. I understand that the re- 
sults were fruitful. Brother Herman Lauster served as 
my interpreter. I always appreciate his help. 

Having concluded our services at the auditorium, 
we drove to Oberurboch in order to attend the last 
service of Brother Walter Lauster’s revival. The at- 
tendance was very good. I appreciated the excellent 
sermon preached by Brother Lauster. It seemed un- 
fortunate to close the revival with interest running so 
high. 

On Monday I spent a busy day in consultation with 
various ministers relative to the church work in Ger- 
many. In the evening I visited our local church at 
Bolingen where Brother Hofmiester is the pastor. I 
was pleased with the progress of the church and the 
interest shown by the people. Brother Hofmiester and 
his wife and family are truly dedicated to their work. 
It was a personal pleasure to be privileged to preach

A joint resolution to declare the 
first Sunday in August each year 
National Family Day has been in- 
troduced in the U. S. House of 
Representatives by Rep. George 
Meader, (R.-Mich.). Mr . Meader 
said there should be a Family Day 
as well as a Mother’s Day and a 
Father’s Day because these two ob- 
servances “although fitting and 
proper, tend to isolate respective 
parents from the identity of the 
family unit.” The resolution, if 
adopted, would authorize the Pres- 
ident to designate Family Day “in 
recognition of the importance of 
the family to the happiness and 
well-being of men.” 


NEW HAVEN, CONNECTICUT — 
Dr. Luther A, Weigle announced 
that copies of the Revised Stand- 
ard Version of the Bible have been 
selling at the average rate of one 
million per year since it was first 
published in 1952. 


Methodist Laymen Urged to 
Study Their Bibles 


Some 4,000 Methodist laymen 
gathered at Lafayette, Indiana, 
were asked to “imagine” if they 
could “an insurance salesman who 
knew as little about his policies as 
the average Methodist knows about 
the New Testament.” The speaker, 
Dr. Roy L. Smith, was addressing 
the Second National Conference of 
Methodist Men. “How much right,” 
he asked, “does any person have to 
call himself a Christian who cannot 
quote accurately ten things Jesus 
said, and who is unable to describe 
the great teachings of the New 
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Testament?” He challenged the 
laymen to map for themselves a 
year-round program of Bible study 
that would be undertaken as seri- 
ously as a salesman would under- 
take the study of his line of goods. 


GERMANY — Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer of West Germany is a 
Roman Catholic, but the other day 
he donated 3,000 marks (about 
$750) to the building fund of a 
parish for German-speaking Prot- 
estants in Teheran, Iran. At pres- 
ent the parish is using the church 
= an American community in the 
city. 


U. S. Team Now Excavating 
the Pool at Gibeon 


Excavation of the pool at Gibeon, 
mentioned 43 times in the Bible, 
will be the principal objective of an 
American archaeological expedition 
that began work in the Holy Land 
last month. The expedition is spon- 
sored by the University of Pennsyl- 
vania Museum and:the Church Di- 
vinity School of the. Pacific (Epis- 
copal) at Berkeley, California. It is 
being directed by Dr. James B. 
Pritchard of the divinity school. 

Last summer, Dr. Pritchard’s ex- 
pedition found the pool when it 
uncovered the buried city'in El Jib, 
an Arab village eight miles north 
of Jerusalem: ; 

(The pool of Gibeon is referred to 
in 2 Samuel 2 as the scene of the 
battle between the forces of Abner, 
Saul’s captain, and Joab, the cap- 
tain of David’s forces. A rock-cut 
water reservoir, the pool measures 
36 feet in diameter. Its depth is un- 
known to the archaeologists, who 
last year dug down 35 feet without 
reaching the bottom. Because of 
the material uncovered in the up- 


per strata, it is believed that com- 
plete excavation of the pool will 
yield additional inscriptions and 
other artifacts that may help to 
bridge the gaps in history of an- 
cient Gibeon.) 


Church Members Picket 
Grocers Selling Wine and Beer 


Some 250 members of seven Prot- 
estant churches in Fayette- 
ville, North Carolina, picketed local 
grocery stores selling wine or beer. 
As they carried their placards and 
signs in front of the offending 
stores, a spokesman said their ac- 
tion was “not a bitter protest, but 
was made in Christian love.” He 
said, “As Christians and as mem- 
bers of a free community we have 
a right to be heard. We must voice 
our feelings.” They also presented 
petitions, signed by community 
residents, urging the store owners 
to stop that phase of their business. 

The campaign was spearheaded 
by two Baptist ministers, who also 
launched a campaign to stop tav- 
erns from selling alcoholic bever- 
ages to minors. 


NEW YORK—A survey, made by 
two University of Pennsylvania so- 
ciologists and recently published 
in McCall’s magazine, reveals that: 
one half of all U. S. church mem- 
bers marry out of their faith; half 
of all mixed marriages in the U. S. 
involve Catholics; the divorce rate 
among interfaith couples is more 
than twice as high as among those 
who marry within their faith (15.2 
per cent, compared to 6.6 per cent). 


Colombian Notes 


The Church of the Foursquare 
Gospel at Barrancabermeja, which 
held its first service June 9 after 
being officially closed more than a 
year, was promptly re-closed by 
Colombian authorities. Permission 
to re-open, in view of the new 
regime’s promise of religious liber- 
ty, was requested. On July 29 the 
Ministry of Government informed 
missionary Joseph K. Knapp that 
the church could be opened for 
“private worship for foreigners not 
belonging to the Catholic religion” 
and that all types of “propaganda 
in favor of non-Catholic religions” 
were forbidden. 

In Candoto, Choco, the mayor 
has invented a novel interpretation 
of the restrictions on Protestants 
in mission territories. He allows 
Colombian Protestants to meet in 
private homes, but not in churches, 
and no foreigners may be present. 
(The “mission territories” are areas 
reserved exclusively for Roman 
Catholic missionary work.)

MELCHISEDEC WAS A type of Christ be- 
cause he was a priest by direct appointment rather 
than by birth. Hebrews 7:3 does not mean that he 
lived upon earth without father, mother, children, 
and so on, but that his priesthood did not come by 
dynastic succession. In other words, the Levites were 
priests because their fathers who were Levites, were 
priests. Not so with Christ, who was of the tribe of 
Judah; He was priest by appointment. So it was with 
Melchisedec; he was not a priest because his father 
was a priest, and his son after him was not a priest, 
but his priesthood was by direct appointment of God. 
The Levitical priesthood had a definite beginning of 
days in the time of Moses, and the priesthood has 
ended. Priesthood by direct appointment has always 
been and shall always be, but not so with the Levitical 
succession. The verse merely explains the nature of 
Christ’s priesthood, and is not intended to establish 
Melchisedec’s eternity or divinity. 

Melchisedec was a man who lived in Salem in the 
days of Abraham (Genesis 14:18). He was both king 
and priest of this ancient city that would one day be 
called Jebus-salem because of the Jebusites. Eventual- 
ly it came to be spelled Jerusalem, so Salem where 
Melchisedec ruled is the Jerusalem of Christ. 
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QUESTION: Would you explain 1 Peter 2:9, 12? Is 
all the Bible for the Gentiles? A lot of it seems to me 
leaves the Gentiles out

ALL OF SCRIPTURE is given to all men of 
all ages, even though much of it was directed to cer- 
tain persons or peoples when it was written.

Those who are Christian are “a chosen generation, a 
royal priesthood, an holy nation, a peculiar people.”

10), if we say we have not sinned, we make him a liar, 
and His Word is not in us. The next verse (2:1) re- 
veals the ibility of future sin but not its necessity 
or inevitableness. “My little children, these things 
write I unto you, that ye sin not. And if (not when) 
any man sin, we have an advocate with the Father, 
Jesus Christ the righteous.” If John were not remind- 
ing the Christians, including himself, of their sinful 
nature before conversion, but was referring to an in- 
evitable proneness to sin even after conversion, then 
there is a conflict between his admonition not to sin 
and their inability to keep from sinning.
